Miscellaneous Notes: 


1. 


Top surface needs to be smooth, so select plywood that has been sanded at least 
one 1 side from the wood mill. Obviously, no knots on the top either. The bottom 
side can have knots since not used in the game. 


. Plan calls for 1⁄2” thick plywood. You could use 34” thick plywood, but it would 


make the boards heavier to move around. 


. Plan calls for 3/8” by 16 coarse threaded bolts. You could use Y” diameter bolts if 


you want. Use a flat washer and lock washer, then install and tighten the wing 
nuts. 


. There are lots of options for finishing the boards. Some people purchase murals 


with logos for the top. If I was going to paint the plywood, I would probably use a 
latex semi-gloss paint so the bags slide better versus a flat latex paint. 


. If you want to squeeze 4 boards out of 1 sheet of 4x8 foot plywood, you can 


slightly reduce the size of the plywood boards and the 2 by 4 frame to account for 
the waste from an 1/8” thick saw blade. Just make sure the edges of the plywood 
top are flush with the outer edges of the 2 by 4 frame.
